rapidly returning to normal today, 
Postmaster Lawrence E. Oyler said. 
The heaviest flow of mail came at 
the end of last week and no night 
work was necessary, the postmaster 
said. “The patrons of our office have 
our sincere thanks for the manner 
in which they cooperated not only 
in mailing early but In distributing 
their business throughout each day 
so that no long waits were necessary 
at the various windows,” Mr. Oyler 
•aid. 
In the period from December 15 
through the 22, the cancelling m a­ 
chine handled 253,600 pieces of mail 
this year. In the same period last 
year, there were 240.870 machine 
cancellations and 1951 had set a new 
record. 
The three highest d a\s for out­ 
going mail* and the total for each 
day follow: 17th. 40.600; 18th, 44 940, 
and 19th, 39.300. 
Sales of two-cent stamps, a good 
index to the volume of greeting 
cards for most of them carry that 
denomination of stamp, on three- 
peak days follow; 15th. 30.000; 16th. 
24.000. and 17th, 25.000. Three-oent 
stam p sales on the same days follow: 
12.000. 6.000 and 8.000.

SEOUL MP>—A single-engine plane 
taking off from a W estern Korean 
air base crashed Into a taxiing 
G reek-m anned air evacuation C47 
transport yesterday, killing 13 per­ 
sons, including nine patients, the 
U. S. Fifth Air Force announced 
today. 
T here w as only one survivor— 
the pilot of the transport plane. 
The C47, preparing to take off, 
w as m anned by four m em bers of 
the Royal Hellenic Air Force. It 
was a U. S. Air Force plane. 
Fourth In Korea 
The transport, with eight patients 
aboard, had just picked up the 


ninth at the air strip when the 
crash occurred. 
A Fifth Air Force team is in­ 
vestigating the crash. 
It was the fourth serious plane 
accident in Korea since Oct. 16. A 
C46 transport carried 25 m en to 
death on that date. On Nov. 14, a 
C54 sm ashed into a hillside near 
Seoul, killing 44. Eleven m en w ere 
killed and seven rescued from the 
East Coast crash of a C46 next day.
